continue

The playing field is starting to level as 
more information is presented to the public 
by (wo competing ambulances vying to 
service Grayling Charter Township. 

The Grayling Charter Township Hall 
was jam packed full of area residents when 
the Grayling Charter Township Board of 
Trustees held its regular monthly meeting 
last week. 

Mobile Medical Response (MMR) and 
Frederic Township Fire Department and 
EMS both made presentations to the town- 
ship board and citizens who were at the 
neeting. 

MMR had operated in Crawford County 
for the Jast 11 years through a memoran- 
dum of understanding reached between the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
and Mercy Hospital Grayling. The pact was 
reached in 2007 when MMR, a Saginaw 
based company, and North Flight, an ambu- 
lance service owned by Munson Hospital, 
were losing money when federal reim- 
bursement rates for ambulance transfers 
were decreased. North Flight asked the 
county for a subsidy to cover its projected 
loses. MMR did not ask for funding from 
the county. 

The county did not provide funding to 
North Flight and has never financially sup- 
poried an ambulance service since the the 
memorandum of understanding was adopt- 
ed. North Flight no longer has ambulances 
in Crawford County, 

Matt Holtcamp, a director of operations 
for MMR, told township officials that 11 
years of experience should speak for itself 
when it comes to choosing between ambu- 
lance services. 

“That was a big, bold move,” said 
Holtcamp, about coming to Crawford 
County without secking a subsidy to help 
cover operational costs. “We made a deci- 
sion and we stuck with it.” 

MMR operates five ambulances in 
Crawford County. The company does about 
$1.2 million in business in the county, but 
only generates about $100,000 in revenues, 
which Holtcamp said is reinvested into the 
company. 

Holtcamp said ambulance services in 
Roscommon County are supported by $1.5 
million in tax dollars, while the Otsego 
County EMS is supported by a $400,000. 

Holtcamp acknowledged that transfers 
from the hospital to the patient’s home, a 
nursing home or another hospital is where 
ambulance can generate income rather than 
responding to 911 calls.

Grant sought for I-75 interchange

The Grayling Charter Township 
Board of Trustees pledged to pay for 
a brunt of the cost requested from 
the township to study building a full 
]-75 interchange at North Down 
River Road, but urged road officials 
to seek funding from other town- 
ships to help solve a 50-year trans- 
portation issue. 

The Grayling Charter Township 
Board, last week, agreed to pay 
$20,000 toward environmental and 
engineering studies needed for a 
grant application to obtain funds to 
build a full I-75 interchange. 

The Crawford County Road 
Commission is applying for a 
Transportation Investment 
Generating Economic Recovery 
(TIGER) grant through the U.S. 


Deparment of Tranaportation.

If approved, the county would 
receive $22.8 million to build a full 
interchange at North Down River 
Road. The grant would require no 
local funding match, which enticed 
local officials to take a shot at get- 
ting the funds. 

“We had to take a chance,” said 
Don Babcock, manager for the 
Crawford County Road 


‘Commission. 


The grant application, however, 
does require an environmental 
assessment, engincering studies and 
a traffic study, 

The Crawford County Board, the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission and the City of 
Grayling have already pledged 
fends to help with the $128,600 in 
cost needed for the work.

“To say we can’t do it is

VOTERS SWITCHING ~ I see 
by the newspapers that American 
voters are a transient lot these 
days. 

USA Today reported that more 
than 2.5 million voters have left 
the Republican and Democratic 
parties in the last three years, and 
now identify themselves as 
Independents. 

Twenty-eight states register vot- 
ers by party. 

In Michigan, voters are regis- 
tered as voters and not as party 
members, and we do not register 
by party to vote in general elec- 
tions. 

However, in primaries — which 
are functions of the Democratic 
and Republican parties, although 
conducted by the state election 
process — the partics may require 
voters to declare for one party or 
the other to receive that party’s 
ballot. 

In the newspaper analysis, 
Republican registration fell in 21 
states and Independents grew in 18 
states. Democratic registrations 
fell in 25 of those 28 states.

MORE WOLVES ~ I see by the 
newspapers that the wolf no longer 
is considered an endangered 
species in Michigan. 

The US Fish and Wildlife 
Service has decreed that as of 
January 27, 2012, Michigan 
wolves may be killed if they 
threaten cattle, dogs and other 
domestic animals ... and 1 sup- 
pose, human persons, too. 

Because of a slackening popula- 
tion, wolves were reintroduced 
into the Upper Peninsula — and 
also into northern Wisconsin — in 
the 1980s, and the wolf population 
has grown to the point where the 
two states now have an estimated 
1,400 wolves, including 131 packs 
in the U.P., reaching almost seven 
times the original wolf goal when 
reintroduction began. 

Some wolves are sighted in the 
Lower Peninsula, but most inhabit 
the U.P. Gogebic County, which 
abuts Wisconsin in the western 
Upper Peninsula, has the highest 
density of wolf population in the 
country.

The wolf still is not a game ani- 
mal, and hunters are not permitted 
to just shoot them at random, but 
only in case of endangering live- 
stock or other domestic animals. 
Wolves are estimated to kill about 
25,000 deer annually in Michigan.

PLASTIC BAGS - } see by the 
newspapers that the city of Seattle 
is banning plastic bags. 

As of July 2012, the single-use 
plastic bag, used by many shop- 
pers for groceries and other small- 
er purchases in the retail field, will 
no longer be permitted. 

The new law also provides a 
five-cent charge paper bags, 
designed to encourage shoppers to 
bring their own non-plastic, non- 
paper bags. 

The purpose, of course, is envi- 
ronmental, The ban is designed to 
reduce pollution and curtail need 
for landfill space. 

According to the Associated 
Press article | read in the newspa- 
per, folks in Seattle use 292 mil- 
lion plastic bags and 68 million 
paper bags a year, but only 13 per- 
cent of the plastic bags are recy- 
cled while 82 percent of paper

bags are recycled, 

Seattle attacked the plastic bag 
problem a few years ago with a 20- 
cent fee on paper and plastic bags, 
but the fee was rejected by voters 
in a referendum. 

Several other local governments 
have fees or bans for merchandise 
bags, including Washington DC, 
Los Angeles County and San Jose, 
Calif., Portland, Ore. and 
Bellingham, Wash. 

Sounds like a good idea to me. | 
usually carry my own fabric bags 
for grocery shopping when I 
remember them, but not when 
shopping for other merchandise. I 
suppose I could adapt. I also recy- 
cle glass, newspapers, cardboard 
and most other appropriate ttems.

Ordinance number 12-13-11 


An ordinance to designate an enforcing agency to discharge the responsibility of the 
Township of Lovells located in Crawford County, and to designate regulated flood haz- 
ard areas under the provisions of the State Construction Code Act, Act No. 230 of the 
Public Acts of 1972, as amended. 


The Township of Lovells ordains: 


Section 1. AGENCY DESIGNATED. Pursuant to the provisions of the state con- 
struction code, in accordance with Section 8b(6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, 
as amended, the Director of Building and Zoning of the County of Crawford is hereby 
designated as the enforcing agency to discharge the responsibility of the Township of 
Lovells under Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended, State of Michigan.
